lobby, three ban­ 
dits, 
waving menacing 
revolvers, 
commanded them to hold up their 
hands. 
All complied except Henery. who

LAUEANNE,

Pasha, head of the Turkish d ele­ 
gation, dashed the hopes of the 
Near 
Eastern 
conference for a 
speedy and satisfactory settlement 
for the protection of minorities in 
Turkey, 
when in an address at 
this afternoon s session he inssited 
upon an exchange of the Greek 
population In 
Anatolia 
for the 
Turks in klacedo&ia. 
He dem and­ 
ed exclusion of all foreign inter­ 
ference in Turkey, which lie said 
would protect the remaining min- 
onties: as the Turks had always 
been able to get along with other 
nationals when they kept out of 
politics and were not stirivd up by 
outside influences. 
Isniet 
declared 
that 
Turkey 
would 
not accept 
Lord Curson’s 
proposal to have the League *>f 
Nations administer the affairs of 
the minorities as that would mean 
that the foreign 
powers 
would 
continue 
their 
interference 
in 
Turkish affairs and encourage the 
minorities to appeal to the League 
of Nations. 
This plan, he asserted, would re­ 
sult in the exploitation of the m in­ 
orities for political 
ends 
under 
“The lying cloak of humaniturian- 
ism." 
“The Armenians

themselves,'’

"They have abus­
